FOREWORD. 


THE RADCLIFFE OBSERVATORY, OXFORD, owes its 
origin to the testamentary benefactions of John Radcliffe, M.D. 
(d. 1714), a man now principally remembered for his many endow- 


ments, but known in his own day as a fashionable and wealthy 
physician whose failure to attend Queen Anne on her death-bed 
drew upon him some disagreeable public notice. This benefactor, 
although he founded the Radcliffe Library (now a department 


of the Bodleian), was himself no profound reader, and once 
described his own medical library as consisting of “‘ some phials, 
a skeleton and a herbal.’ During the incumbency of the first 
two observers, Thomas Hornsby (1773-1810) and Abram Robertson 
(1810-1826) the Observatory Library seems to have been of quite 
small dimensions. It is mainly to Stephen Peter Rigaud, Savilian 
Professor of Astronomy and Radcliffe Observer from 1827 to 
1839, that the Library owes its present considerable importance 
as an early astronomical and scientific collection. Rigaud was a 
keen student whose bent led him rather to study his profession 
in the past than to exercise it in the present. ‘‘ As an astronomer 
he was remarkable for his accurate knowledge of the literature 
and history of his subject. As a mathematical antiquary and 
bibliographer, he had no rival previous to De Morgan’ (D.N.B.) 
His Essay on Newton’s Principia is well known ; and he published 
much of interest relating to Halley, Flamsteed and other early 
investigators. After his.death his scientific library was purchased 
en bloc by the Radcliffe Trustees: the portion now remaining 
in their hands (together with a small legacy received about 1830 
from the Rev. George Powell, Fellow of Balliol) accounts for almost 
all the earlier books catalogued for sale. Rigaud’s books as a 


rule contain his signature and date of acquisition, thus :—

The collection includes such rarities as the first editions of 
Copernicus, De Revolutiontbus, of Newton’s Principia, and of 
Gilbert, De Magnete (the latter a presentation copy of the first 
great English work on natural science) ; Hevelius’ excessively rare 
Machina Coelestis, of which almost every copy was destroyed by 
fire; Wright’s translation of Stevin’s Haven-Finding Art, a revo- 
lutionary book in the science of early navigation; Halley’s 
annotated copy of Flamsteed’s Catalogue of Stars; and very 
many other extremely scarce works. With the addition of the 
modern section, containing long runs of scientific transactions and 
periodicals, the sale as a whole is the most interesting of its kind 


which has been held for a good many years past.
